A real estate title is a claim 
of ownership, or your right to land 
you have purchased. 
Most of us 
have little or no idea of the possi­ 
ble pitfalls in acquiring a good title 
when we byy a home. 
Many pros­ 
pective home buyers’ title difficul­ 
ties result from commonly 
held 
misconceptions of the significance 
of certain kinds of real estate pa­ 
pers. 


If you can 
prove 
your 
title 
against all thp world, it is a good 
title. 
If, in addition, the evidence 
of your ownership is contained in 
proper public records, it is a good 
record title. 
Ordinarily only a 
good record title is salable. 


How no you know if you are re- 
cciving a good title to property you 
plan 
to 
purchase? 
The 
safest, 
method is to have a title examina­ 
tion made 
that is, a careful study 
of the abstract and other title evi­ 
dence. 


Here are a few of the common 
sources of trouble in real estate 
transactions to show why the mi­ 
ner expense of a title examination 
is justified.

A “ warranty deed” from a re­

warranty deed does not guarantee 
a marketable title. 
Moreover, serious title 
defects 
may not come to light until long 
after the seller on a warranty deed 
is dead, has moved to an unknown 
address, or is bankrupt.

This seems logical but is

dangerous 
theory. 
Mortgage 
lenders are sometimes willing to 
.accept less than good record title 
as security . This is sound business 
for them because, among 
other 
mortgage will-he paid off so that 
reasons, the chances are that the 
no expense in perfecting the title 
would ever need be incurred. 
It is 
nsky business fo ryou when you 
are putting your life savings into 
the purchase. 
These are a few of the reasons 
why a title examination is an im- 
po’ tant safeguard to you* 
When 
it is completed, the attorney gives 
.you a written opityion stating his 
conclusions as to who owns the 
land, the defects in 
or 
charges 
;r;ainst such ownership, and the 
requirements to be met if any, to 
ntae good record title. 
Off-hand this may seem a simple 
operation. 
In fact it is not. 
It re- 
uuirrs the interpretation of numer­ 
ous deeds, mortgages, wills, court 
decrees an d ‘ other 
instruments: 
the consideration of the order in 
which transactions and events af- 
tecting the title occured; and the

on a study made by the Austin of­ 
fice of the U. S. Reclamation Bu­ 
reau. 


Johnson recommended that the 
f« deral gov ernment and the state 
work together for the conserv ation 
end use of this water so as to p ro­ 
v ide food, clothing and industrial 
op p ortunities to an ev er-increas­ 
ing p op ulation in the Southwest.

$60,000,000 for sp ecial liv estock 
loans, $40,000,000 to subsidize ship ­ 
ments of feed and seed to disaster 
areas, and $20,000,000 for p roduc­ 
tion and subsistence loans under 
the Farmers Home Administration. 
Farmers and ranchers, not only 
in Tex as but also in other p arts of 
the Southwest, will be eligible 
for assistance under the p rogram. 
Prior to the p assage of this bill, 
$16,000,000 already was av ailable 
for drouth relief from Agriculture 
Dep artment funds. 


Chancellor Gibb Gilchrist of the 
Tex as A&M said the school’s board 
of directors will determine how 
the institution will p articip ate in 
s hay and feed distibution p ro­ 
gram. 
Attorney General

Shep p erd had ruled that the coll­ 
ege has full legal authority to fur­ 
nish hay and feed to drouth areas.

Granted by the rails were half 
rates on ship ment of feed into the 
p arched areas. 


Cattlemen will get help from 
state hanks, said State Banking 
Commissioner J. M. Faulkner.

Such acreage doesn’t count unless 
seed was p ut into the ground,” the 
legislator said. 
“We argue that this was not any 
fault of the cotton farmer, that 
the acreage was p lanned for cotton 
and should be counted as long as 
the land was p rev iously p ut in 
cotton and had been bedded and 
p rep ared for p lanting." 
Ratliff wired this message: 
“It is critical and urgent that 
y ou do all y ou can for the cotton 
farmers of Tex as so that acreage 
which was worked, bedded and 
p rep ared for cotton but not p lant­ 
ed due to drouth be counted also 
in p rep aring future cotton allot­ 
ments. Understand under p resent 
rules 
this acreage will not be 
counted. This will mean a terrible 
loss to our area in p articular un­ 
less the rule is changed."

These 
staggering 
totals were 
reported Satu rd ay by the D epart­ 
ment of Pu blic Safety in its annu al 
'ev iew of traffic accid ents. 
Yet there was plenty of room 
'or optimism on the traffic front. 
There were fewer fatalities than 
n 19 51, and the d eath rate per 
miles trav eled d ropped to its low- 
« t point on record . 
Cars, tru cks and other v ehicles 
rav eled 35,000.000 miles ov er the 
tate’s highway s and streets d u r- 
ng the y ear. 
The d eath rate for 
ach 1,000,000 miles was sev en, 
ompared with 7 .8 the prev iou s 
'ta r and 14.6 in 19 37. 
N. K. Woerner, chief statisti- 
rian for the d epartment, pointed 
>u t that the 19 52 d eath toll wou ld 
hav e been 5,17 6 , not 2,49 8 if the 
19 37 rate had remained static. 
W oerner has coined a new word , 
“motorcid e,” in connection with 
traffic d eaths. 
He giv es it this 
d efinition: “The killing of another 
throu gh the operation of a motor 
•ehicle—u su ally the resu lt of neg­ 


ligence or wanton carelessness." 
bu l he mad e it plain that mo- 
torc d e is actu ally a combination of 
two oid cr word s su icid e and homi­ 
cid e. 
In a lot of traffic cases the 
d iff rence is pu rely acad emic. 


Why the d ecrease in cases of 
motorcid e last y ear? Woerner said 
the answer lies in better enforce-, 
mcnt of traffic regu lations, the 
bu ild ing of better highway s, better 
u se of traffic control d ev ices, bet­ 
ter ed u cation of d riv ers and ped es­ 
trians in the u se of v ehicles and 
a greater d isplay 
of 
motoring 
cou rtesy . 


As the y ears go by , these fac­ 
tors hav e tend ed to cou nteract 
the great increase in au tomobiles 
and mileage. 
Bu t Woerner and other safetf 
officials lament the fact the mo­ 
torcid e is a pu blic enemy that still 
goes relativ ely u nnoticed . 
The safety d epartm ent 
rev iew 
d eclares: 
"Shou ld a tornad o strike one of 
ou r commu nities ov er a week-end 
kill a score of people and d o 
thou sand s of d ollars d amage to 
property , the entire resou rces of 
the nation wou ld be called u pon to 
attem pt to reliev e the misery and 
su ffering 
the cau se of which mor­ 
tal man can d o nothing abou t. 
“Yet, almost ev ery week-end , in 
Tex as alone, from 20 to 30 persons 
lose their Jiv es in traffic acci­ 
d ents—cau sed by man himself 
and bu t a few are concerned or 
ev en alarmed * 
"Shou ld six persons become af­ 
flicted with polio in one of ou r 
commu nities d u ring an entire y ear 
the pu blic wou ld 
d emand 
that 
something be d one, and shou ld that 
nu mber of cases appear in a single 
month, the schools wou ld be clo?» d 
and pu blic gatherings prohibited . 
“Yet, ev ery d ay in Tex as, on 
an av erage, there are sev en per-.

Gamma gou bu lin has been tested 
on more than 5 4,000 child ren and 
the resu lts are now u nd er stu d y , 
hu t once the polio v iru s has reach­ 
ed the nerv e cells, GG cannot alter 
the cou rse of the d isease. 
You can find ou t w hether or not 
y ou r child is eligible to receiv e 
gamma globu lin by ask ing the 
health officer in y ou r cou nty . He 
is familiar wth the formu la for 
GG d istribu tion in effect in Tex as. 
Meanwhile, d on’t isolate y ou r 
y ou ngsters when y ou hear of a 
case of polio in the commu nity . 
There is no point in letting them 
contact strangers, bu t they ou ght 
to be allowed in their u su al circle 
of friend s. 
Keep them clean and see that 
they rest in the afternoon. A nap 
fs fine, bu t ev en play ing q u ietly 
part of the d ay will help conserv e 
their strength. 
Last, bu t highly important, call 
y ou r d octor at the first onset of 
any of these signs: head ache, fev er, 
sore throat, u pset stomach, stiff 
neck or back .

Any farmer, he say s, who has 
a wheat allotment of more than 15 
acres or any person who will share 
as o wner, operator or share-tenant 
in the wheat crop on a farm on 
which more than 15 acres of wheat 
w ill be seeded for 19 54 harv est is 
eligible to v ote in the referendum. 
If either a man or his wife is eligi­ 
ble to v o te, both are eligible to 
v o te. 


If q u o tas are fav ored by more 
than a tw-o-thirds majority of those 
v o ting in the referendum, a pricev 
su p p o rt of 9 0 per cent of parity 
will he av ailable to 
those who 


comply with acreage allotments 
while those who do not comply 


wrill not be eligible for loans and 
the farm marketing ex cesa will be 
subject to penalty at a rate per 


bushel equal to 45 per cent of 
parity . 


If tw’O-thirds or more of the 
farmers v oting do not fav or quotas 
the loan rate will be reduced to 
50 per cent of parity for coopera- 
tora.

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Babson Discusses Reduction on Reserve 
For Banks With Federal Reserve Stock 


Readers were given some good 
news early this week when col­ 
umnist Roger Babson stated that 
the Federal Reserve Board has 
reduced the reserve requirements 
which bank s 
must carry . 
This, 
directly or indirectly , should help 
every reader of this column. 
I 
wish to ex p lain what it means. 


For the 
p ast 
few y ears every 
member 
b a n k 
has been requir­ 
ed to 
k eep 
on 
hand a reserve of 
various 
p ercent­ 
ages, up 
to 
24 
p er cent. In other 
words, when y ou 
Babson 
dep oisited $1 0 0 


the bank heretofore has been able 
to loan only about $80 of this 
mone>. 
This amount varies with 
different bank s and I merely use 
this figure as a variable illustra­ 
tion. 
The large city bank s have 
one p ercentage for reserves: those 
of the smaller cities have another 
p ercentage; but every member of 
the Federal Reserve Sy stem has 
a required p ercentage.

p assed out by government bureau­ 
crats, there has been a tightening 
up all along the line. 
Farm ers 
have found it more difficult to 
borrow on crop s: builders have 
found it harder to get mortgages: 
and every loan by local bank s has 
been scrutinized more carefully . 
This is all a p art of an honest a t­ 
temp t by the new administration 
to p revent 
inflation. 
In 
most 
cases, it has not been due to any 
change of laws, but to a more 
careful handling of the govern­ 
ment funds. 
The above more 
businesslik e 
p rogram has caused congressmen 
to get thousands of letters from 
readers comp laining that ap p lica­ 
tions for loans were being turned 
down. 
For fear that this, combin­ 
ed with the drouths from which 
some sections are suffering and 
the unsettled 
foreign 
situation, 
might bring about a dep ression, 
these congressmen have been p es­ 
tering the White House. Probably 
y our congressman was one 
of 
these. 
Ik e in effect rep lies to 
them that he will not resort to 
former carelessness and will con­ 
tinue to handle the government’s 
money as if it were his own; but if 
they want to change the rules in a 
fair and honest manner he will 
abide by them. 
As a result, the Federal Reserve 
Board, by changing the reserve re­ 
quirements, has made it p ossible 
for bank s to loan more money . 
Congress has also changed the 
law enabling veterans to buy more 
ex p ensive homes with a down p ay ­ 
ment which could be as low as five 
p er cent. 
Congress is In the p ro­ 
cess of also loosening up restrlc 
tions along other lines. 
As a re­ 
sult, any farmer, builder or busi­ 
nessman who now has an honest 
need for funds can—with reason­ 
able se curity - get a loan. 
There 
however, must be no p olitics con­ 
nected with the loan. 
Some months ago, I forecast In 
this column that interest rates 
would be higher.

city bank s have since then raised 


their rate of interest. 
So hay e 


bank s of many 
smaller 
cities. 
W hether y our own local bank has 
raised its interest 
rate 
since 
President Eisenhower w’as inaugu­ 
rated, I do not k now. 
If, how­ 
ever, it has not already done so, 
it should “count ten” before it does 
so now. 
One thing is certain, 
when y ou now attem p t to borrow 
money from y our local bank and 
are refused, the bank can no long­ 
er blame it onto the new adminis­ 
tration. 
I hear this is a p op ular 
ex cuse for turning down loans or 
raising interest rates by bank s in 
some communities. 


WThen the new administration 
came into p ower y ou were obliged 
to p ut up a margin of 75 p er cent 
when y ou bought listed stock s, in 
case y ou did not p ay in full. Soon 
this p ercentage was reduced to 50 
p er cent, which should have made 
stock s go up in p rice, but they did 
not rise. 
This is a good illustra­ 
tion of how p rices are really con­ 
trolled by fundamental conditions 


and not by legislation. 
The old 
Law of Action and Reaction still 
continues. 
“You can 
lead 
the 
horse to water, but can’t mak e 
him drink . ' 
As to the general 
business outlook , I am still cau­ 
tious; but if y our local bank does­ 
n’t now loan money more freely 
to good citizens it cannot blame 
the Federal Reserve or bureau- 
eiats. 
The reason wall be that 
businessmen have decided to de­ 
p end more on honest W'ork , inten­ 
sive selling and more advertising 
rather than on borrowing money .

A—Under the law, y ou are not 
entitled to another grant to buy a 
new car.

ert later to a p ermanent p lan of 
GI Insurance? 


A—There are two ty p es of term 
p olicies available to p ost-Korea 
veterans. One is p rimarily for the 
non-disabled and is NOT conver­ 
tible. 
The other is only for the 
disabled and IS convertible. 
Ig 
y ou get the latter, y ou may con­ 
vert it to a p ermanent p lan later.
